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POT AND THE CANCER PATIENT 


by J.W. Spector 


Millions of marijuana smokers have 
experienced the “munchies.” But for 
Rick Morris, a cancer patient in Staf- 
fordsville, Kentucky, pot before dinner 
has become a matter of life and death. 

After two years of radiation therapy 
and chemotherapy for brain tumors, 
lung and liver cancer, Morris, 32, says 
pot is the only thing that turns on his 
appetite. Not only have the therapies 
destroyed his salivary glands and 
hypothalamus —the part of the brain 
that controls eating-~but Morris suf- 
fers from constant nausea. 

Morris’ fight is not only against 
cancer. He's also battling the law. 
While two glaucoma patients in the US 
are currently smoking pot with the 
Federal goverment’s permission—pot 
helps to reduce the swelling behind 
the eye caused by glaucoma—Morris 
is the first cancer patient to be ar- 
rested and live long enough to 
challenge his state's marijuana 
classification in court. He was tried 
last year in Eastern Kentucky US 
District Court after being charged with 
misdemeanor possession of 7% 
ounces. Fined just $1, the case was 
widely heralded as a victory for Morris 
and other “medical marijuana” 
smokers. 

Notso, says Morris and his attorney. 
Morris wants his pot returned from the 
sheriff's safe and has filed an appeal in 
Circuit court to overturn the guilty ver- 
dict. “We want marijuana declared a 
Schedule 2 drug instead of a Schedule 
1,” says Morris’ attorney, Ned Pillers- 
dort. “In our brief, we said marijuanais 
misclassified in Kentucky so as to 
deprive Rick of his due process rights 
of life, liberty and property.” 

For Mortis, life, liberty and property 
are secondary concerns to nausea, 
vomiting and diarrhea. “Sometimes | 
want to croak,” he says. “I can go as. 
much as two weeks without eating.” 
Morris continues to take potent 
chemotherapy drugs to combat the 
spreading cancer, and even with pot, 
he can only muster enough of an ap- 
petite to eat once a day, at night. 

During his stay at St. Joseph's 
Hospital in Lexington, Kentucky, his

RICK MORRIS: The Medical Marijuana man. 
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REEFER MADNESS, ARKANSAS-STYLE

Shortly after teenagers Kevin Ives and 
Don Henry of Bryant, Arkansas were 
found dead on the tracks of the Union 
Pacific railroad on the morning of 
August 23, 1987, Arkansas state 
medica! examiner Dr. Fahmy Malak 
concluded that the cause of death was 
marijuana intoxication. While “un- 
conscious and in deep sleep on the 
tracks, under the psychedelic in- 
fluence” of marijuana, the train, Malak 
reported, simply passed over the 
youths and killed them. 

Although they admitted that their 
sons may have used marijuana, 
neither Larry and Linda Ives nor Curtis 
and Marvelle Henry, the youths’ 
Parents, bought Malak’s conclu- 
sion—that each boy had smoked ap- 
proximately 20 joints before they were 
struck by the train at 4:30 am. on 
August 23. Several weeks later the 
parents obtained a court order to get 
tissue samples and test data from the 
autopsies. They hired a private in- 
vestigator and began their own search 
forthe truth. 

Because the deaths had been ruled 
accidental, there had been no in-depth 


investigation of the death scene or cir- 
cumstances surrounding the incident. 
When members of the train crew were 
questioned, conductor Jerry Tomlin 
testified that the upper portion of the 
boys’ legs were covered by a green tar- 
Paulin. After the accident, he said that 
he saw the tarp below thetrestleneara 
creek. The investigators found no tarp. 
Both boys were laying on the tracks in 
identical positions with their .22 
caliber rifles next to them on the track. 
(They had been hunting the night 
before.) According to engineer James 
Stroyer, the train approached the boys 
at about 50 miles per hour and had its 
light on the brightest setting. Horns 
and bells sounded for two miles before 
striking the boys. 

When tissue samples and other in- 
formation were finally obtained from 
the Arkansas Crime Lab, they were 
given to Dr. Arthur J. McBay, chief tox- 
icologist for the State of North 
Carolina and professor of pathology 
and pharmacology at the University of 
North Carolina. Dr. McBay, who has 
been involved in extensive marijuana 
research, questioned Malak’s exper- 
tise on the issue of marijuana use. 
McBay said, “Idon't believe it. Marijuana 
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doesn’t make you unconscious and go 
into a deep sleep. When | see this kind of 
result, it’s usually from someone who 
doesn't know a damn thing about mari- 
juana or the testing.” 

In February 1988, Saline County 
Deputy Prosecuting Attorney Richard 
Garrett agreed to a prosecutor's hear- 
ing (which is similar to a grand jury in- 
vestigation, but is open to the public). 
Forty subpeonas were served. 

During the hearing, Malak explained 
that “the job of the State Medical Ex- 
aminer is more than to find the cause 
of death. We have a social 
message...totell the kids, ourchildren, 
‘Stop marijuana. Say no to marijuana. 
Say no to drugs.” Malak also charged 
that the deaths would be homicide if 
the members of the train's crew were 
found to be under the influence of 
drugs at the time. 

Inresponse, Jerry Tomlin, the train’s 
conductor, said: ‘I will go with him and 
be tested 365 days a year, 24 hours a 
day, anytime he chooses; then we will 
go to the State Hospital to have him 
tested for a brain.” 

In March, Garrett petitioned the 
Saline County Circuit Court tohavethe 
bodies of the boys exhumed, and call- 
ed for a grand jury investigation on the 
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KEVIN IVES: Death by homicide, 
not pot. 


findings of the prosecutor's hearing. 
Both requests were granted. The 
bodies were sent to Dr. Joseph Burton, 
an Atlanta pathologist, for further 
autopsies and tests. In a preliminary 
statement made shortly after perform- 
ing the autopsies in April, Burton 
reported that the youths were not ina 
marijuana-induced sleep when struck 
by the train. He said Ives and Henryhad 
smoked only three or four joints before 
their deaths. 

Burton’s final report, issued in Octo- 
ber, was startling. He concluded that 
signs of murder were clearly visibleon 


both bodies. Ives, who was 17, had 
swelling around his left eye and cheek; 
he suggested the wounds were the 
result of being struck by agun butt. The 
impact of the train would have instant- 
ly stopped the swelling, Burton said. 
Henry, who was 16, had a stab wound 
in his back. Both boys had fluid in their 
lungs, which indicated they had 
breathed blood into their lungs. This 
would not have occurred in an instan- 
taneous death, such as being struck by 
atrain, Burton stated, “The fact that in 
the face of a very loud train whistle 
there was virtually no type of move- 
ment...indicates there was more in- 
volved than just the small amount of 
marijuana found.” 


“Sorry boys, times are tough. We'll have to hold you to the same servings as last time.” 


Meanwhile, on December 28, 1988, 
the Saline County grand jury ended 
eight months of investigation. The 
jury, which had already declared the 
deaths of Ives and Henry to be 
homicides, added that the boys’ 
deaths “were definitely the result of 
foul play.” But it failed to bring any 
murder indictments. 

“We urge law enforcement agencies 
and the prosecuting attorney’s office 
to continue the investigation into the 
deaths of Don Henry and Kevin Ives,” 
the jury demanded. Hopefully, the 
search for truth in Saline County, 
Arkansas willcontinue. *

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THE SINGAPORE SOLUTION 


For all us natural-born drug-research 
drudges, the issuance every other 
autumn of the latest juggernaut 
Omnibus Anti-Drug Abuse Act has 
become a feast to look forward to—with 
avid anticipation—and back on 
afterward—with fond, smug, full-bellied 
gratification and repletion. Every other 
November is also the time of a national 
election (either Presidential or 
Congressional), and each one of these 
carnival events throughout the '80s has 
been preoccupied with hebephrenic 
anti-drug hysteria. It gets more glorious 
with each successive election, as 
liberal and conservative legislators 
alike desperately compete to see who 
can draft up the most ferocious, 
retributive, steel-trap , druggie- 
Punishing legislation, which they then 
carry back to their hustings in 
November. 

Every election year then, very late on 
the day of the vote on that season's Anti- 
Drug Abuse Act—well after the evening's 
network news has been aired, and off in 
some secluded location like the House 
Speaker's Dining Room—joint 
workshops of professional attorneys 
and Senate and House staff lawyers toil 
far into the early morning hours, pruning. 
and sanitizing all this righteously 
draconian election-year dope 
legislation before it's actually voted on, 
so that not too many outrageously 
unconstitutional statutes actually get 
on the Federal lawbooks the next day. 
Thus the vote-grabbing legislators get 
to arouse the public all October by 
promising vengeful, extra-constitutional 
legislation targeted specifically at 
punishing people who take drugs, and 
since the media never notices how very 
few of these horrendous anti-dope laws 
actually make it onto the books, 
American citizens go to the polls 
believing they’ re voting for (or against) 
some pretty nasty, kick-ass, anti-drug 
politicians. 

Whenever one of these fearful 
Omnibus Acts is published every other 
November in the Congressional Record, 
ithas become a special drudge’s treat 
to finger lovingly through its pages, 
picking out the unconstitutional 
sections that were missed in the last- 
minute editing. This time they missed a 
few good ones. For example, believe it 
or not, a mechanism is now technically 
in place to round up everyone who takes 
any sort of dope, herd us into prison 
camps without trial and subject us to 
any old sort of medical experimentation 
in order to “cure” us of our deviant 
tendencies. We might all be there right 


now, in fact, if daffy old outgoing 
President Reagan hadn't sort of 
forgotten to get the ball rolling on this 
project. 

Remember that this is the law of the 
land. Within a year from last November, 
ordains the Omnibus Act of '88, the 
Department of Health and Human 
Services (HSS) is required to produce a 
research paper “determining the 
relationship between mental illness and 
substance abuse.” The National 
Institute on Mental Health will probably 
execute this one: a treatise authored by 
a doctor which will essentially say that 
anyone caught with illegal drugs or 
donating a “dirty” urine sample 
qualifies for an automatic diagnosis of 
“mental illness.” The Act also calls for 
HSS to work with “an independent body 
[the American Association for the 
Advancement of Science's Institute on 
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Medicine, most likely] to conduct a 
study of the current use of involuntary 
commitment for inpatient treatment of 
mental illness.” Once all of this is done, 
we can all be taken into custody by civil 
procedures, without annoying and 
expensive trials, defense lawyers, 
presumption of innocence or any of that 
liberal twaddle. 

In drug-enforcement circles this is 
called the “Singapore Solution”: Clap us 
all in some “drug-treatment” stalag, like 
the famous King Rat slam in Singapore, 
and watch us try to get ourselves back 
out without lawyers. In the Reagan 
Administration, the loudest Singapore 
Solution proponents were Drug Policy 
director Dr. Carleton Turner and his 
sidekick in the “parents power" 
phalange, Dr. lan MacDonald, who is 
still chief of the Alcohol, Drug Abuse 
and Mental Health administration. 
Though neither of these guys was 
exactly a heavyweight in the treatment 
field—Turner's Ph.D. was in 
biochemistry, and MacDonald is a 
pediatrician—no one in Congress had 
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the balls to seriously oppose their 
Singapore Solution lobbying. To his 
eternal credit, House Narcotics 
Committee chairman Charles Rangel (D- 
NY) did once, at a 1987 hearing, 
suggest archly to MacDonald that the 
civil confinement of hundreds of 
thousands of druggies might be a tad 
problematical. “You are a pediatrician,” 
Congressman Rangel wryly told the 
South Florida baby doctor, “but | will tell 
you, you don't go to jail with doctors 
asking you to come along.” 

But the Singapore Solution 
proponents were cannier than Rangel 
ave them credit for. The actual 
implementing legislation for this project 
is buried deep within the body of the 
250-page Act of '88, specifically in 
Section 7302 of Subtitle G of Title VII 
(an ordinance labeled “Administration 
of Confinement Facilities Located on 
Military Installations by the Bureau of 
Prisons’). This statute, which is the law 
of the land as you sit reading this, goes 
like this: 

“In conjunction with the Department 
of Defense and the Commission on 
Alternative Utilization of Military 
Facilities as established in the National 
Defense Authorization Act of Fiscal Year 
1989, the Bureau of Prisons shall be 
responsible for— 

(1) administering Bureau of Prisons 
confinement facilities for civilian 
nonviotent prisoners located on military 
installations in cooperation with the 
Secretary of Defense, with an emphasis 
on placing women inmates in such 
facilities, or in similar minimum security 
confinement facilities not located on 
military installations, so that the 
percentage of eligible women equals 
the percentage of eligible men housed 
in such or similar minimum security 
confinement facilities (i.e., prison 
camps); 

(2) establishing and regulating drug 
treatment programs for inmates held in 
such facilities in coordination and 
cooperation with the National Institute 
on Drug Abuse; and 

(3) establishing and managing work 
programs in accordance with guidelines 
under the Bureau of Prisons for persons 
held in such facilities and in 
cooperation with the installation 
commander.” 

Suddenly, the Singapore Solution 
looks a lot more feasible, doesn't it? 
Instead of one globally-notorious King 
Rat drug-rehabilitation gulag, the 
government simply converts a few of 
those old decommissioned Army bases 
the Pentagon defunded last winter into 
widely-scattered detention camps, 
where regional druggies can be 
remanded a few at a time through civil- 
confinement procedures. And they'll be 
brought in two by two, men and women 
together in equal proportion, and 
subjected to medical therapies by the 
National Institute of Drug Abuse 
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(NIDA)—therapies that will be 
necessarily experimental, because 
most of them will be strung out on 
crack, and there's no recognized 
medical treatment for cocaine 
addiction. 

The Federal Bureau of Prisons (BOP), 
to its credit, is not exactly gung-ho 
about this ambitious project. When the 
BOP went to Congress last summer to 
claim some of that military property the 
Pentagon was dumping, journalists 
were told the BOP was only quite 
legitimately seeking more minimum- 
security space for the 44,000 Federal 
convicts who are currently languishing 
in just 28,000 Federal prison spaces. 
Vigorous enforcement of all the anti- 
drug legislation that's been passed in 
the ‘80s has hiked the Federal prison 
population by 85 percent since Reagan 
took office in 1981, most of the new 
cons being nonviolent transgressors of 
drug laws, eminently qualified for 
minimum-security lodgement. The BOP 
is only looking for jail space, they'll 
emphasize; all this civil-confinement 
and drug-rehabilitation business is 
someone else's initiative. 

As for NIDA, the Institute perceptibly 
cringes when asked about prison- 
‘camps. NIDA was merely lobbying 
Congress last summer for any old lab 
gear and ward space the Pentagon 
might be abandoning when it closed 
those bases down, its spokespeople will 
insist. No one at NIDA is the least bit 
eager to talk about the novel drug- 
rehabilitation schemes they've been 
commanded by Congress to devise. In 
1935, when the Federal prison system 
was bulging with drug-law violators 
(convicted under the famous Harrison 
Narcotics Act), the BOP shipped 
convicts by railroad cars to the custody 
of the Public Health Service's Addiction 
Research Center (PHS), which 
concentrated them at the infamous 
Lexington Narcotics Farm in Kentucky. 
Since, back then, there was no more of 
a “cure” for heroin addiction than there 
is now for crack, the PHS addiction 
researchers were fain to perform all 
sorts of dramatic medical experiments 
on this population of junkies, before 
they finally, in the '60s, discovered 
methadone. Along the way, they liberally 
applied such “therapies” as prefrontal 
lobotomy and electroshock on the 
nonviolent drug abusers in their 
custody. Some of those same human- 
experimentation PHS doctors are still 
employed at NIDA and they're not the 
least bit eager to have any of that 
remembered. 

Still, since NIDA has been 
commanded by Congress to undertake 
all this work, they're bound to find 
someone to doit, even if they have to 
surreptitiously let out the “research and 
development” contracts through the 
BOP. That bureau, for alll its taciturnity 
when speaking to self-identified drug- 


magazine journalists, is sincerely hell- 
bent on coping those old military 
bases, and will work to that end even if 
it requires expanding its traditional 
correctional services to include hands- 
on “drug rehabilitation therapies.”

For a drudge like me this is a better 
dessert than maple-walnut ice cream. 
To get the real lowdown, you have to go 
back to the library and look up the 
Congressional Record for 29 September 
1988, a month before that election 
year’s Omnibus Act was resoundingly 
passed by Congress, and check out its 
line-by-line wording. 

You will find it way, way toward the 
back in Title XXVIII, “General 
Provisions.” Part B, “Miscellaneous,” 
Section 2819, “Commission on the 
Alternative Utilization of Military 
Resources.” The first line reads: “Within 
30 days after the date of the enactment 
of this Act, the President shall establish 
a Commission on the Alternative 
Utilization, ete." The Department of 
Defense (DOD) is directed to go into 
partnership with the BOP, NIDA and the 
General Services Administration (GSA) 
to locate old Army bases that could be 
used “as minimum security facilities for 
nonviolent prisoners,” and as “drug 
treatment facilities for nonviolent drug 
abusers.” The Commission is to report 
its activities to the President no later 
than 1 October 1989. And that's the law 
of the land. 

It took three weeks of daily phone 
calls to the Pentagon's public- 
information office last January before 
anyone there could locate anything on 
paper about this new commission which 
Congress had legislated for them. The 
“Alternative Utilization” commission 
was not 4 DOD intitiative, I was told 
firmly and repeatedly, and the DOD was 
not about to budget a farthing for it. 
“Anyway,” Major David Super said sort of 
offhandedly, “we'd have to wait until the 
Executive Order creating the 
commission is signed by the 
President.” 

Ronald Reagan was still President on 
the day Major Super said that. A 
subsequent call to the White House 
public-information office turned up a 
perplexed young woman who could 
clearly recall hearing people speaking 
of this commission a few months 
before, but who could find nothing 
about it on her computer console there. 
She recommended the White House 
Clerk's office. where a clerk dutifully 
tapped a request into her own computer, 
and came up with the news that no such 
Executive Order to create any such sort 
of joint DOD-BOP-NIDA-GSA commission 
had ever even been drafted, much less 
signed. 

"Within 30 days of the date of the 
enactment of this act,” commands the 
Defense Authorization Act of 1989, “the 
President shall establish a Commission 


on the Alternative Utilization of Military 
Facilities. . ..” And he simply didn’t. 
Ronald Reagan, riding off into the 
California sunset, left this one nasty bit 
of work undone, and once again flouted 
the will of Congress. 

“It’s hardly impeachment material,” 
chuckled one Congressional aide, upon 
hearing how this particular swatch of 
extra-Constitutional drug legislation— 
which had actually made it to the 
lawbooks—had been extinguished after 
the last minute by Presidential 
inattention. “If no one impeached him 
for pretending to forget about signing 
the Executive Order authorizing the 
transfer of illegal Iranian arms money to 
the drug-running Contras,” explained 
the aide, “nobody's going to take out 
after him for forgetting to sign this one."@ 
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Beating Around the Bush 


eorge Bush, our new President, likes 

talking about ‘‘a thousand points 

of light.” In his inaugural address he 
expanded on this election theme and 
praised the thousands of Americans in- 
volved in community activism—volun- 
teers and public servants who give 
‘America her self-worth and dignity. 

Like Jimmy Carter did 12 years before 
him, Bush spoke of the limits of what gov- 
ernment can do, and referred to anew 
breeze of citizen activism spreading 
across America. 

You would almost think he was talking 
about us. 

Bush also spoke of leaving the Vietnam 
War behind us, and involving America’s 
young in the leadership of our society. 
‘These are fine intentions, and despite 
other political differences, we ought to 
give credit where it’s due. We have al- 
ways been proponents of limited govern- 
ment, of volunteer activism, and we share 
Bush's commitment to citizen involve- 
ment as a way of turning America’s vision 
away from past political conflicts toward 
helping the needy in our society and 
around the world. 

But until the marijuana question is re- 
solved, Bush's best intentions will remain 
rhetorical and unrealized. It is one thing 


to recognize the shared principles that 
might lead to compromise; it is another 
to make it happen. For Bush to heal the 
nation’s wounds and involve young peo- 
ple in the leadership of America, he must 
be willing to compromise with those 
young people on the marijuana issue, 
which is so important to many of them. 

It may be comforting that Bush is com- 
ing around to our point of view, at least 
rhetorically. But our job is to call his bluff, 
to demonstrate that we deserve re- 
spect—not to mention justice—for our 
‘work involving citizens in the debates and 
discussions which affect their lives. In re- 
ality, the lack of citizen involvement in 
marijuana policy—that is, of the involve- 
ment of citizens who use marijuana—is 
‘what accounts for that policy’s continual 
failure. 

The fact that George Bush shares some 
of our vision doesn’t mean that we can 
make progress by talking or writing 
about our goals using his terms. Nor does 
it mean that we can’t continue to satirize 
the man’s rhetoric or positions. After all, 
in our situation, who can resist having 
some fun with “a new breeze” and “a 
thousand points of light.” Still, we must 
get beyond the rhetorical fun and demon- 
‘strate that we're doing just what the Pre- 
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sident called for. Only prejudice and 
bigotry can explain why we are being de- 
nied justice. 

As long as marijuana remains an ab- 
stract intellectual issue, we will remain 
criminals. Conceptually, Americans don’t 
want to assume responsibility for the le- 
gal availability of marijuana. To so many, 
legalization means approval of marijuana 
use. Our job is to change their minds. 

We have to force the issue, and we do 
this with bodies marching in the streets. 
It's old-fashioned, perhaps a bit crude, but 
it works. Our problem is that George 
Bush doesn’t care that Americans are un- 
justly sent to jail for marijuana offenses. 
He thinks that this isa small price to pay in 
order to address a bigger problem—<co- 
caine addiction. Our job is to make the il- 
legality of marijuana a bigger political 
problem for the President and other in- 
cumbent politicians than anything else 
they are confronted with. 

We must not make the mistake of let- 
ting our moderate positions dictate amod- 
erate strategy. Eventually, we will have 
to negotiate an end to the war on mari- 
juana. History shows that you get what 
you want when you negotiate from 
strength, rather than from mere moral 
superiority, 

Strength comes from the deft use of 
power. Power, in our democracy, derives 
from the ability to mobilize and utilize 
widespread public support. Influence, for 
the marijuana movement, will come 
when we can get enough bodies in the 
streets, all over the country, to force our 
opponents to listen to and respond to 
our arguments and our grievances. 

This is an American tradition. It is es- 
sential that our fellow citizens realize that 
our movement is not based on a selfish 
desire for legal pot, but on the desire to 
seek redress from injustices at the hands 
of our own government. 

In the past, I have written about the 
politics of cooperation being superior to 
the politics of confrontation. | still believe 
that cooperative and constructive ap- 
proaches are the way to earn the public's 
respect. But this doesn't mean we can do 
without a bold strategy. 

Even though we compete in more so- 
cial arenas than legislative ones, this is 
still, in the grand sense, politics. We must 
remember that we are the opposition. 
Benjamin Disraeli, a great English politi- 
cian and Prime Minister during the | 9th 
century, was the first statesman to master 
systematic opposition to government 
policies as a reliable path to political pow- 
er. Whatever the merits of the govern- 
ment’s proposals, when Disraeli was in 
the opposition, he found something 
wrong with it, something to attack. 
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Disraeli fought in the House of Com- 
mons. We fight in the American public 
arena, with our fellow citizens as specta- 
tors. No matter what the arena, the art of 
persuasion and politics remains the 
same. 

In recent times, a case can be made that 
the national party always beats the philo- 
sophical party. This is the case in Great 
Britain, as shown by the ascendancy of 
Margaret Thatcher, and the case in Amer- 
ica, as Republican victories in five of the 
last six presidential elections demon- 
strate. Generally, conservatives in both 
countries have successfully portrayed 
themselves as the national party and their 
liberal opponents as ideologically tied to 
abstract doctrines that are out of step 
with national traditions. Bush’s recent 
victory over Michael Dukakis is yet an- 
other example. Rightly or wrongly, Bush 
successfully branded Dukakis as being 
outside the mainstream of American val- 
ues, wedded to an abstract philosophical 
liberalism. 

The American people are more recep- 
tive to change when it is carried out in 
deference to national customs, rather 
than abstract principles. Conservatives 
have seized the mantle of the national 
party, but Roosevelt and Kennedy, among 
others, were able to successfully claim lib- 
eralism as a part of the national 
heritage. 

Our strategy is to fix the marijuana 
movement in the minds of the American 
people as a national, rather than a philo- 
sophical, movement. We need to accu- 
mulate enough influence, respect and 
recognition to establish that our goals are 
within the mainstream of the American 
heritage, and that no party can claim to be 
a national party without us. 

We will earn the respect of our fellow 
citizens not by being meek or cautious, 
but by demonstrating that marijuana law 
reform is consistent with the manners, 
customs, laws and traditions of the 
American people. The tradition of fight- 
ing for your rights is one we haven’t ad- 
dressed sufficiently in the past. The 
American people respect those who 
stand up for themselves. It’s not a matter 
of belligerence or arrogance, it’s a matter 
of self-respect. They won't pay serious 
attention to us until we stand up straight 
and look them in the eyes. 

By now you have an idea of what 
NORML wants to do, what | want to do, 
what ideas and values are important to us, 
and what the government wants to do to 
you (that is, put you in jail). So when you 
hear Bush talk about “‘a thousand points 
of light,” remember that pot-smokers are 
50 million points of light that need to be 
seen in America. @ 


NOVAK SAYS

Sometimes, when I have been high, | 
have felt like a visitor to another land, a 
land both familiar and new at the same 
time, only inches and moments away 
from land | normally inhabit, but also 
remote—and uncharted on any map | 
consulted. 
—William Novak 
High Culture (1980) 
The man who equated getting high with 
an extraterrestrial trip has recently been 
Paired with the woman who said, “If 
you're a casual drug user, you're an ac- 
complice to murder,” to write her 
memoirs. The woman is former First 
Lady and leading anti-drug crusader, 
Nancy Reagan. The man is bestselling 
“ghostwriter.” William Novak. 

Ten years ago, on the eve of the 
Reagan Presidency, William Novak was 
preparing a book on the marijuana ex- 
perience. While researching High 
Culture: Marijuana in the Lives of 
Americans, Novak said, “I’m not neutral. 
Marijuana has a wide, unexplained 
potential for good effects. It has always 
interested me because it has done ex- 
citing things to me and my friends.” 

High Culture was published by Alfred 
A. Knopf in 1980, and again in 1987 bythe 
Cannabis Institute of America (CIA 
Publishers, Box 309, MA 02139, $7.95). 
The books a study of theeffects of mari- 
juana, based on 300 interviews with a 
cross-section of smokers. In the in- 
troduction, Novak explained his reason 
for writing High Culture: “| hope to pro- 
vide a realistic understanding of what 
being high is like, in a way that makes 
sense to the experienced smoker and to 
the person who has never tried mari- 
juana.” 

Inits review, the New York Times said 
High Culture was ‘a well written and 
very readable compendium...a per- 
suasive and, on the whole, positive 
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study.” Despite other favorable reviews, 
High Culture did not sell well. At the 
time, Novak quipped: “This book died 
and didn’t go to heaven.” 

Ironically, the Reagan era was very 
good to Novak. After High Culture, he 
teamed up with Chrysler CEO, Lee lacoc- 
ca, towrite the auto tycoon’s hugely suc- 
cessful autobiography, /acocca. His 
latest credits include The Mayflower 
Madame (with Sydney Biddle Barrows) 
and last year's Man Of The House, Tip 
O'Neill's bestselling memoirs. 

With his string of successes, Novak 
has become the most desired ‘ghost- 
writer” in publishing, and when Random 
House announced in 1986 that it would 
publish the long-anticipated 
autobiography of the stargazing 
First Lady, Nancy Reagan, the search 
was on for a collaborator. The choice 
was Novak. And to this plumb assign- 
ment, he said a resounding “yes.”

be made to feel like criminals.” 
Pillersdorf adds that he has heard from 
other people undergoing the ravages 
of chemotherapy. “‘Howcan | get mari- 
juana legally?’ they all asked. And | 
said, ‘Frankly, the law in Kentucky 
says you can't.’ That made me mad. 
Here are these people who are literally 
fighting the fight of their lives and | 
have to advise them that they can’t get 
marijuana legally, which to them 
means starve to death.” 

Explains Morris: “I get two kinds of 
morphine, 100 [doses] at a time. And 
you know how addictive morphine is. 
They give me that, but | can’t smoke a 
joint. That's the injustice | see in all of 
this. It's strictly small-minded and very 
political.” 

Morris claims US District Court 
Judge John Gardner privately told him, 
“We're not here to give you carte blan- 
che to smoke dope, but if the cancer 
comes back and you feel the need to 
smoke, don't fear prosecution.” The le- 
nient fine ordered by the judge, Pillers- 
dorf believes, was a response to “ex- 
tremely high cancer rates in this part of 
the country. Everybody on the jury in- 
dicated that a close member of their 
family had been touched by cancer.” 
Suspected causes include coal min- 
ing, crumbling asbestos in public 
buildings and toxic waste sites. 

Before his cancer, Morris was a 
195-pound truck driver. He now weighs 
120 pounds. A devout Christian, Morris 
says it’s been confusing for him to be 
“on the one hand in church, and on the 
other, in the newspapers advocating 
marijuana.” 

He relates a story about attendinga 
Baptist church revival near his home 
the same day an article about him ap- 
peared in the Louisville Courier- 
Journal. “I felt like everybody was look- 
ing at me,” he says. “‘I felt paranoid, so 
I got up and left. But | got my nerve up 


He likens it to waking up with a 
hangover and smoking to ease the 
queasiness. 

But even with the help of Hawaiian, 
Morris says, “Food doesn’t taste the 
way | remember it. The radiation scor- 
ched my tastebuds. | joke about order- 
ing a pizza—you know, get a small one 
and I'll eat the box to make it cheaper. 
Not even Coke tastes the same. No- 
thing tastes the same.” 

Morris's defenses fall, however, 
when he looks at himself in the mirror.

“| don’t think I'm the same person | 
used to be, and that hurts,” he says. “I 
used to be able to lift a hundred-pound 
sack of flour and throw it over my 
shoulder. Now I'd be lucky to pick up a 
25-pound anything. I'd like to at least 
get up to 165 pounds, but with my 
muscles wasting it's going to take me 
along time to get back to where | was. 
It’s going to take a lot of work. You 
know, back when | was hauling coal, 
smoking a joint would make me real 
lovey-dovey. Now, it would take some 
fine, fine head before couldget ahard- 
on.” 

In the meantime, Morris is com- 
pleting his third year of college. He is 
majoring in biology and plans to apply 
to medical schools. “Everything has 
worked out to my advantage,” he says. 
“| have to think there’s a reason for 
that, that there’s a point being made 
here: that marijuana should be 
reclassified. There’ve been many 
times when I've felt like giving up, but if 
you want to live you can't give up. Help- 
1g other people in the same situation 
is the only thing | hope comes of this. 

“| told the judge, ‘I don’t care what 
you do to me,” Morris continues. “I 
want to smoke. smoked on TV, | smok- 
ed for the newspapers—because | 
wanted to let them know that! was not 
going to quit and nothing they coulddo 
was going to stop me short of throwing 
me in jail. I'm not bragging, but that 


would be a very big mistake.” @

However, the spirit of America is 
freedom.

This is a tale of dissent— 
not unlike the dissent our forefathers 
unleashed on England when they felt 
their rights were infringed upon. 

The first step toward trouble-free 
growing is to present a respectable 
facade to those in power. This can be 
achieved in many ways. | got a job 
catering at the golf club that houses 
many of the opponents to my personal 


freedom. While | won't sell out my 
beliefs, | make sure to be polite and 
avoid drug-related topics. Legalization is 
a personal topic to me, and | don’t want 
to blow my cover with my near religious 
zeal towards it. 

forgot to mention that lam a high 
school senior and | live with my parents. 
‘Amajor part of my plan has to do with 
pacifying them. Before | grew pot, my 
grades were disappointing, to say the 
least. Now | achieve high grades and 
have learned a lot of useful information 
in my biology class. 

High grades are great—they pacify 
your parents, improve your standing in 
regards to colleges. foster self- 
confidence, and as any anti-drug fanatic 
will tell you, “kids with good grades don't 
smoke pot.” Obviously | am not the 
stereotypical head anymore. All this 
work is hard, but itis necessary to create 
an ideal growing climate. 

Now to the technical aspect of growing 
undercover. Since outdoor growing is far 
too risky in an area where real estate 
helicopters fly over all undeveloped land 
at least once a week, | have to grow 
indoors. Here is where the work pays 
off. 

My parents respect my privacy, but my 
room is in the attic, and they have to get 
things out of storage every so often 
Several times, while my plants were in 
the seedling stage, my parents asked 
me why | had a corner of the room 
boarded off. | told them it was a botanical 
gardening experiment—and indeed it 
was! Like most parents, they didn’t want 
to believe that Junior was growing dope, 
and they are basically ignorant of what a 
pot plant looks like anyway. My proclivity 
for life sciences has helped me get good 
grades in school, produce some great 
dope, and cover my ass. 

Istarted the seed in a wet paper towel 
in sunlight under glass. When it 
sprouted, | planted it in a small clay pot, 
and as it grew | replanted it in 
progressively larger pots. It is now ina 
7 V2" x 9" wood planter. For lighting. | 
initially used a 60-watt grow light. As the 
plant grew and | read more about 
growing, | switched to four 100-watt 
bulbs in clamp-on desk lamps. | left 
these lights on continuously for two 
months. After pruning, | got an electric 
timer and set it for a 12 hour on/12 hour 
off cycle. | gradually reduced the light 10 
minutes a week to simulate fall 
conditions and force budding. When the 
first buds appeared, | returned to the 12 
hour regimen. | managed to produce 18

t was the last week of May, and I 

had finally come to the decision of 

where and when to start my first 
attempt at “guerilla growing.”

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ELECTRIC LIGHTS FOR PLANT GROWTH

The light system is the heart of any electric light 
garden. The amount of light and space your plants 
have determines how fast, large, and robust the 
plants will grow. In a well-maintained garden it’s 
relatively simple to supply indoor plants with all the 
water, air, and nutrients they need, so that light 
becomes the only limiting factor which might restrict 
growth. The amount of light also determines the 
garden’s dimensions, the overall size of the plants, 
and even what varieties of marijuana a grower 
chooses to cultivate. Most other aspects of 
gardening can be considered when you come to 
them, but the kind of lights and the amount of light 
that illuminates a garden must be decided before any 


seed is sown.

Primary Light Sources: Types of Lamps 
Fluorescents (Modest Indoor Gardens) 
Fluorescents are common, 
inexpensive, cheap to run, and effective 
in illuminating modest indoor marijuana 
gardens. Fluorescent fixtures contain a 
ballast and two end sockets in which the 
tube (bulb or lamp) is held. If possible. 
purchase fixtures with built-in 
reflectors. There are innumerable types 
of fluorescent tubes, and many lengths 
and wattages available to the 
homegrower. Only those sizes and types 
that are the most effective as growing 


lamps are described here 
Fluorescents have gotten a bad rap 
from many growers who were 
disappointed with the results. Good 
results require almost daily care while 
the plants are flowering. Fluorescents 
generate weaker light than other 
recommended lamps. While flowering. 
plants must be carefully tended to keep 
the tops of all plants at the same height 
and as close to the fluorescents as 
possible, otherwise the final crop will 
amount to no more than some skimpy 
buds and a lot of leaf. Many fine crops 


are raised under fluorescents by 
conscientious growers who spend the 
necessary time and who are sensitive to 
the plants’ needs. Fluorescents are an 
inexpensive alternative to other lamps 
for the moderate smoker who can't 
invest much money or devote much 
space to a larger light system. The type 
of light makes little difference to the 
potency. 

Fluorescent fixtures may be found or 
scavenged, tubes are cheap, and the 
garden contributes little to the electric 
bills. On the other hand, if cost and 
space are no object, High Intensity 
Discharge lamps (HID) support larger 
and more robust plants, and require 
less careful attention and less frequent 
care 

Fluorescents are cheaper and better 
than HIDs for rooting clones, raising 
males for pollen, and starting seedlings 
up to about eight weeks of growth 
before they are transferred to an HID 
system: on all of these, the high energy 
‘output and expense of HIDs is wasted. 
Commercial growers use fluorescents to 
start plants when they rotate crops to 
successively larger light systems. 
particularly when using High Pressure 
Sodium (HPS) lamps. 

Ironically, some of the largest 
commercial indoor gardens use the 
lowly fluorescent exclusively. These 
“growing factories” use growing shelves 
and clones for rotating fast turnover 
gardens. For the homegrower growing 
for personal use. a shelf garden under 
fluorescents might be your best option 
in terms of your initial cost, electrical 
consumption and subterfuge 

Standard Fluorescent Fixtures 
Standard Fluorescents (the long tubes 
you see in industrial and some home 
lighting) come in lengths from six 
inches to 12 feet, and all of them use 
about ten watts per linear foot. This 
means that a standard four-foot fixture 
with its tube uses about 40 watts per 
tube and an eight-footer uses about 80 
watts. These two sizes, four-foot and 
eight-foot lengths. are the most 
common sizes available and the most 
popular with marijuana growers. You 
can find tubes of five. six, and seven- 
foot lengths, and you should use them if 
they will fit your space 

Any tube less than four feet long 
emits too little light to grow a vigorous 
crop of marijuana. Tubes longer than 
eight feet are hard to find and 
somewhat unwieldy to raise and lower. 
but they work very well if you have the 
space 

Fluorescents are also manufactured 
in efficient use tubes. GE sells their 
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Watt-Miser line and Sylvania has their 
‘SuperSaver line. Europeans look for TL 
tubes, and most manufacturers sell a 
line of watt-saving standard 
fluorescents which emit more light per 
watts consumed than standard tubes. 
Typically. “watt-saving" tubes consume 
about 20 percent less electricity and 
emit ten percent less light than 
standard tubes. Look for these watt- 
saving lines when setting up a large 
shelf garden where you're concerned 
about electrical consumption. Many 
fluorescents are manufactured as 
“power twists” or “power grooves.” 
These tubes have indentations or are 
twisted, which gives the bulb more 
surface area, and they emit about ten to 
15 percent more light per watt 
consumed. Most manufacturers offer 
tubes in “efficient use.” “power groove.” 
and “higher output versions.” 
Higher-Output Fluorescents 
Fluorescents also come in higher 
wattage sizes, the most common being 
Very High Output (VHO) at 215 watts per 
eight-foot tube, and High Output (HO) at 
110 watts per eight-foot tube. VHOs 
emit about 2.25 times as much light, 
and consume almost three times as 
much power, as standard fluorescents 
of the same length. They also require a 
special VHO fixture (a VHO ballast and 
end sockets). HO tubes also require an 
HO ballast and different end sockets 
than standard bulbs use. HOs use about 
45 to 50 percent more electricity and 
emit about 45 percent more light than 
standard fluorescents of the same 
length. VHO and HO tubes in four-foot 
lengths are rated at about half the 
wattage of the eight-foot tubes. HO 
tubes in five, six, and seven-foot 
lengths with correspondingly higher 
wattages are hard to find, but they can 
be ordered, VHO tubes also come in 
five-foot and six-foot lengths. For better 
results, always use the longest tube you 
can fit in your prospective garden. 
Generally, VHO and HO “watt-saving” 


Keep fluorescents close to the plants’ tops. 


tubes consume less watts with a 
correspondingly lower output in overall 
light. In other words, they aren't 
necessarily more efficient, they just put 
out proportionally less light, while they 
consume correspondingly fewer watts. A 
“watt-saving” eight-foot VHO consumes 
about 185 watts, and a “watt-saving” 
eight-foot HO uses about 95 watts. 

Although all higher-output 
fluorescents work well for growing 
marijuana, VHOs are not better than HID 
lamps; they cost about the same, and 
the light system is more unwieldy and 
less efficient in terms of light delivered 
per watt consumed. Setup and care is 
easier with HID lamps; when the plants 
get larger, growth is more robust under 
the higher intensity of HID lamps. 
However, HO tubes draw less current, 
are cheaper, and work very well with 
moderate electric costs after the initial 
investment in the HO fixture. 

One advantage of fluorescent tubes is. 
that they may conform to an odd space 
with limited headroom such as a shelf, 
overhead closet, attic, craw! space, 
half-basement, nook. or space beneath 
a loft bed; they come in many lengths 
and take up less vertical space for 
gardening than HIDs. 

Metal Halides and 
‘Sodium Vapor Lamps 

Metal Halides (MH) lamps and High 
Pressure Sodium Vapor (HPS) lamps are 
the most effective and efficient electric 
light sources available to the indoor 
gardener. These bulbs are a point 
source of light, rather than a linear 
source like fluorescents. Because the 
light radiates from a point, it's more 
intense and can penetrate leaves and 
illuminate a deeper cubic area than 
fluorescents. A 1,000-watt HID will grow 
larger plants with a deeper layer of 
worthwhile buds than five VHO 
fluorescents using 1,075 watts. 

Both MH and HPS bulbs come in many 
sizes: the halides range from 175 to 
1,500 watts; the sodium vapor bulbs 


from 36 to 1,500 watts. For most 
situations | recommend only two sizes, 
400 and 1,000 watts, and only a few 
basic bulb types which are listed later. A 
1,500-watt bulb lasts only 25 percent 
as long as the smaller sizes do, 
‘including the 1,000-watt bulb, so 
1,500-watt bulbs are not recommended 
because of excessive bulb costs. Most 
bulbs of less than 400-watts are not as 
effective for plant growth, and it's 
considerably more expensive for 
growers to set up several smaller units 
than to use either of the two larger, 
recommended sizes. The GE Watt-Miser 
or similarly efficient bulbs of 325-watts, 
and the Duro-test Optimarc of 250- 
watts are the only smaller bulbs 
recommended for typical gardens. With 
special circumstances—for instance, if 
the only place you can grow is in a small 
closet, consider buying a smaller, 
horizontally mounted MH or HPS. These 
mini-horizontals range froma 150-watt 
HPS or 175-watt MH to the 250-watt 
sizes. The horizontal fixture delivers 
from 20 to 45 percent more light to the 
plants than conventional, vertically 
hung bulbs. The most productive, 
modest setup you can buy is a 400 watt 
HPS with a horizontal reflector. It 
doesn't add much to your electric bill, 
and the bulb lasts for about three years. 
For about the same costs, one 400-watt 
ballast runs any 400-watt MH, and a 
1,000-watt ballast runs any 1,000 watt 
MH. HPS bulbs require their own 
particular ballast which should be 
purchased along with the HPS bulb. 
Light Balancers (Movers) 

Light balancers (also called movers) 
are mechanical arms from which hang 
MH or HPS bulbs; their small motors 
move the lights slowly across a garden 
Light balancers come in two basic 
configurations, linear or circular. Linear 
balancers move the lights back and 
forth along a linear track, and are best 
employed in a rectangular garden. 
Circular balancers either rotate the 
lights continuously in a circle, or move 
180 degrees and back to repeat a cycle 
After the initial cost, light balancers 
save considerable electrical costs, 
considering the extended area that they 
illuminate versus their running costs, 
which are negligible (only 14 to 24 
watts). Light balancers increase the 
effective size of any garden significantly 
without additional bulbs or any 
appreciable increase in electrical costs. 

‘Supplemental Lights: 
‘Types of Lamps Mercury Vapor 

Mercury Vapor lamps can be screwed 
into a standard incandescent light 
socket, yet they produce a lot of light. 
Mercury lamps are relatively inefficient 
in terms of usable light versus electrical 
consumption. Use mercury vapor bulbs 
only to add light to a natural light 
garden. Mercury vapor bulbs do produce 
a very high intensity light compared to

most bulbs that work in a standard light 
socket. The best bulb in terms of light- 
spectrum is the Duro-test Fluomeric 
Safe-T-Vapor lamp, because, as the 
name implies, the bulb is safe to use in 
home situations, and the light spectrum 
is excellent for growing plants whereas 
the light spectrum of other mercury 
vapor lamps is quite poor. Wattages 
range from 160 watts up to 1,250 watts 
{although bulbs with wattages higher 
than 250 watts from Duro-test or Duro- 
lite may not be available by the time you 
read this). Buy mercury vapor lamps with 
built-in reflective coatings, and mount 
them as you would a spotlight. The 
Fluomeric is an excellent bulb to 
supplement natural light, but any HID is 
more economical and a better light to 
use as a sole source of light. A 400-watt 
MH or HPS covers more area with 
considerably cheaper bulb replacement 
costs. 

For supplementing natural light. 
mercury vapor lamps add much useful 
light, and when extending the 
photoperiod there is no shading from a 
bulky fixture. Installing the lamp is as 
simple as screwing it into a standard 
light socket. The disadvantages with 
mercury vapor lamps are that they burn 
hot like a spotlight, and the area they 
illuminate is a smaller area than that 
from a comparable HID. For simply 
extending the photoperiod in a natural 
light garden, any type of lamp will do. 
The new, low-wattage MH and HPS 
lamps in self-contained horizontal 
fixtures are cheaper than mercury vapor 
lamps in the long run and actually, 
they're more effective in terms of plant 
growth. These self-contained mini- 
horizontals are highly recommended for 
both mini-gardens and as supplemental 
lights. 


and 

juorescents 
Circular fluorescents need no special 

fixture to operate. They are self- 


ballasted and designed to operate in an 
incandescent socket (typical table lamp 
socket). Hang them around the garden's 
perimeter or position them in stand-up 
lamps in standard light sockets. The 
wattages range from 20 to 44 watts and 
you should use the highest wattage 
available (circular fluorescents over 22 
watts need a special fixture). Usually 
growers use these bulbs to increase 
light during flowering so the best. most 
common bulb to use is the Warm White 
which is strong in the red band, the 
preferred light for flowering. Circular 
fluorescents are excellent for 
supplementing light or for extending the 
photoperiod in natural-light gardens, 
since they require no special fixtures 
and they shade little of the garden from 
natural light. Circular fluorescents take 
up little room, and are inexpensive and 
easy to employ. A 44-watt GE Watt-Miser 
emits more light (lumens) than a 100- 
watt incandescent. Circular bulbs are 
about 16” in diameter for the largest (40 
to 44-watt) size 
U’-shaped fluorescents are much 
like circular fluorescents, but require a 
special fixture and ballast. Their only 
practical use is when the space 
available is restricted. although some 
growers use them to illuminate the 
lower branches in small gardens 
Circular fluorescents are equally 
effective and are easier to set-up. "U"- 
shaped fluorescents come in sizes from 
25 to 40 watts; a 40-watt tube is nine 
inches wide and about two feet long. 
Circular lamps work better, since they 
require no special fixture, and their 
overall cost is much less. 
Low-Pressure Sodium Lamps 

Low-Pressure Sodium lamps (LPS) are 
offered by a few distributors that 
advertise in marijuana publications. The 
LPS is the most efficient of all lamps in 
converting electricity to light. However 
the bulb is monochromatic: that is, it 
produces light ina single, narrow band 
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at about 589 nanometers, in the orange 
part of the visible spectrum. Although 
its yellow/orange light is slightly outside 
of the desirable red part of the 
spectrum, its high output versus 
electrical consumption makes it a good 
performer as supplemental light. LPS 
lamps must only be used to supplement 
natural light, fluorescents, or MH 
lamps. Plants elongate and grow 
abnormally when cultivated solely under 
LPS lamps. 

The most popular sizes offered to 
marijuana growers are the 135 and 180 
watt sizes manufactured by North 
American Phillips. These require an 
LPS fixture that looks somewhat like a 
slightly oversized four foot fluorescent 
fixture. In any halide or natural light 
garden, a supplemental LPS very 
effectively adds much useful light near 
the red end of the spectrum to promote 
flowering 

‘An LPS has the unique property of 
maintaining the same lumen output 
throughout its lifetime. The bulb gives 
no indication of age before it suddenly 
ceases working after about 18,000 
hours of use. Because the bulb contains 
sodium, be particularly cautious when 
using water near either an operating or 
a discarded bulb. Sodium explodes 
when it contacts water 

Standard and Plant-Gro 
Incandescents and Spotlights 

Incandescents are the standard 
screw-in bulb that we're all familiar 
with, They are inefficient lamps. 
produce an unbalanced spectrum 
(mostly red, orange. and yellow), are 
very hot. and can burn the plants. Their 
advantages are that ina pinch, before 
you can set up other lights, they are 
cheap. easily found, and easy to set up 
‘on the perimeter of a garden 

Spotlights are actually focused 
incandescents. The spectrum isa slight 
improvement on incandescents. They 
also are very hot and can burn the 
plants. 

Plant-gro” versions of both 
incandescents and spotlights are 
available in garden shops. They are 
coated to improve the light spectrum for 
growing plants, but they still burn hot 
and are inefficient. Replace them with 
other supplemental lights. such as self- 
contained mini-HID's. LPS's, circular 
fluorescents. or mercury vapor lamps in 
any extended operation. 

Where to Use Supplemental Lights 

Use supplemental lights to extend the 
natural daylength or to increase the 
light in natural light gardens. Their 
advantages (except for “U"-shaped 
fluorescents and LPSs) are that they 
require no special fixture other than an 
ordinary light socket; they don’t have a 
bulky fixture that shades natural light; 
they are lightweight and easy to hang or 
position around the perimeter of any 
garden. All of these lights work well

environment is dimmer than winter 
daylight. Keep the temperature in the 
low 70s. Expect a high percentage of 
failures when transplanting grown-in- 
ground plants. 

No matter whether the plants are in 
containers or not, it is easier to take 
clones while the plants are still in 
vegetative growth. 


SEX BEFORE 
FLOWERING 


Dear Ed, 

Two questions: 

Is there any way to determine plant 
sex prior to flowering? 

The walls of my grow space are 
painted flat yellow, How much advantage 


would there be to painting them white?

Before flowering some varieties of 
marijuana grow a single small flower 
at the node, where the branch and the 
stem meet. These can sometimes be 
‘seen 3-5 nodes down from the top. 
They are best observed usinga 
magnifying glass or 8x 
photographer's loop. 

Yellow paint absorbs other colors 
and reflects yellow. Red and blue 
light, needed by the plants, is 
absorbed by the wall. Painting the 
wall white would considerably 
increase the amount of light getting 
to the plants.

NORML is 
the only national group that 
represents the marijuana user, yet its 
constituency—which regularly pays 
$300 an ounce to get high— 
contributes just over a third of acent 
to the people trying to keep them from 
getting busted! This is absurd. 

NORML functions on a budget 
smaller than the incomes of some of 
our readers! Marijuana smokers 
should have more respect for 
themselves and the people trying to 
help them. If NORML had a larger 
budget, say $50,000,000, a lot of the 
anti-pot legislation making its way 
through the government would be 
eliminated. With a budget of 
$50,000,000—about a dollar per 
user—marijuana would be legal 
within a few years.

Ihave a grow room 6’ x 7’ x7’. I'm 
using a 1000- watt MH with a conversion 
bulb. The room is constantly ventilated 
and has an oscillating fan. The 
temperature is a constant 80-84° with 
30% humidity. | also have a small closet | 
use for clones and seedlings in which | 
use two 4’ fluorescent tubes. Any 
suggestions? 

At what age should | place my 
seedlings and clones in the grow room? 

When the grow room is in a 12-hour 
cycle, can a person enter the room with a 
flashlight that emits a red glow and not 
disturb the flowering cycle? 

—Bad Bob 
Star City, Nebraska 


Two suggestions. You did not 
mention CO,. Would It be possible to 
add It to the space or does the 
constant ventilation make it 
impractical? The temperature is on 
the high side. You might get slightly 
higher growth rates if the temperature 
was lowered to about 75°, 

The plants should be placed in the 
grow room when they are no tall 
than 12”. When they are ripe, indoor 
varieties will be 2 to 3 feet tall. 

Red light is used by the plants to 
measure light and dark cycles. Green 
light is not used by the plant at all, so 
use a darkroom green bulb. They are 
available wherever photographic 
darkroom supplies are sold.

It was 
like six in the morning, and he was 
screaming up the street, and we yelled, 
“Keith, this is a one-way street!” and he 
went “AAARRRRGH"" I was saying to 
myself, “This is great!” 

He sat down and talked for hours. We 
spent 24 hours with him. We actually did 
very little drugs. He was one of those 
people who really knew how to pace 
drugs. And he drove us back. He told me 


specifically that he loved HIGH TIMES 
and wanted to do an interview because 
he really believes in HIGH TIMES. 

It's interesting, I was just making some 
notes the other day about my memories 
of the '70s. Like I was saying earlier, I 
was running around with Burroughs, and 
Warhol, and Debbie Harry, but I was 
running around with Tom Forcade at the 
same time. Those notes are cross- 
referenced, because | introduced 
Burroughs to Forcade, and Warhol to. 
Forcade. We had a big dinner together. 
Forcade founded the Nova Convention 
[an event commemorating Burroughs’ 
work in 1978]. Not to a great extent, but 
he gave it money when it desperately 
needed it. The Nova Convention 
happened very shortly after Tom died. I 
remember the first thing Burroughs 
asked me when he came into town was 
“What happened to Forcade? Tell me the 
whole story.” 

Thad this fantastic time in California 
with Forcade, when he seemed to be at 
the height of his powers. We had a 
number of meetings. We got involved 
with Robert Evans, one of the largest, 
most powerful producers in Hollywood. 
He produced Chinatown and all sorts of 
famous films. He’s one of those really 
good-looking Californians who was 
busted for cocaine at some point, and. 
sent to jail, but that was a tragic thing. 

You see, there'd been this terrible film, 
Cocaine Cowboys, made by Uli Lommel, 
who is an offshoot of Fassbinder. There's 
a whole chapter to the Tom Forcade 
story here. Forcade came into the movie 
from a weird angle, after they made the 
film. 

The film was really dreadful. Andy 
Warhol and I are in it. Andy was in lots of 
movies, in which he had played bit parts, 
but this was the last one he was in. They 
were renting his house, and paying him a 
good fee, and offered him an extra $4,000 
to be in it. When I was travelling with 
Forcade, he was trying to sell Cocaine 
Cowboys to Robert Evans. It turned out 
Evans was just trying to get good 
pharmaceutical coke from Forcade, so 
Forcade became sort of upset. He 
figured he wasn't being taken seriously 
by these movie people. They were just 
seeing him as a drug dealer, which he 
wasn't. 

At that time, being a correspondent for 
HIGH TIMES was a very hot ticket. That 
was when Cheech and Chong's Up In 
Smoke made thirty million dollars. The 
first few days I was in Los Angeles, it was 
very funny. I became a social focus point 
for this intellectual Hollywood scene, 
which consisted of Kenneth Tynan, 
Christopher Isherwood, a very famous 
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writer of the '30s, and Burroughs. This 
was the hot scene, so the next day, Tom 
flew into this situation, and suddenly we 
were rushing out to all these meetings. 
National Lampoon had made an 
‘enormous amount of money on two 
movies, so Tom figured, “Why shouldn't 
‘HIGH TIMES make movies?” 

Forcade's death coming when it did, a 
few weeks later, is part of a pattern 
which needs to be stitched together. 
‘That's something I’m interested in 
getting into—that subject about time- 
periods, the cultural history of that time. 
Just the history you and I know is 
fascinating. At least, presuming 
‘hypothetically, for the sake of the 
‘conversation, that these characters are 
important, Warhol and Forcade. 

Andy Warhol and Tom Forcade were 
quite similar, in a way, because they 
were leaders who belonged in a 
situation, got a whole bunch of people 
involved, and kept things happening. It 
‘was always fun to see them, because the 
next thing you knew, you'd be ina 
helicopter or something. 

HT: I didn’t know Andy Warhol was as 
adventurous as Tom Forcade. 

‘VB: Oh yeah. Very adventurous. Andy 
‘was always going somewhere. Tom was 
fun, too. The celebration, the key to my 
theme, celebration. Tom Forcade was a 
celebrator. I remember him saying, “Pot 
is a tonic. It makes you feel good, 
‘because then you can work harder.” 

He loved to work, he loved to do 
things. Tom loved to talk, he loved to 
live. He didn’t really like coke. It made 
him uncomfortable. He did this cocaine 
‘with Robert Evans and hated it 
afterwards. He didn’t like drugs that 


much, I don't think. Just pot.

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SMALL PLANTS 


Dear Ed, 

Starting with seeds from some fine 
Arizona buds, | recently attempted to 
grow in the soils of north Georgia (red 
clay) by first digging out large holes and 
filling them with potting mixture. | started 
the plants indoors and they did real well 
for about two months after being 
transplanted outdoors. | don't know what 
went wrong, the plants got plenty of 
water and sunlight, but after 5 1/2 
months my seven plants were 4 1/2’ with 
small buds that had fully mature seeds. 
The grass smoked harsh and had a low 
buzz factor. Would these seeds produce 
equally poor plants if grown under better 
conditions? What should | do differently 
next year?

The plants probably suffered from 
two problems. First, there were 
probably pH problems. Clay soll is. 
usually very alkaline, but if it is. 
covered with pines it might be quite 
acidic. Both high and low pH will 
stunt growth. Secondly, the holes may 
not have had much drainage, so that 
the roots might have gotten a little 
waterlogged periodically. This could 
hurt the plants. 

Next year, check and adjust the pH 
periodically and make sure the holes 
have some drainage. This is usually 
accomplished fairly easily by planting 
ona slope. 

Another possibility was that the 
plants were naturally small growing, 
not very vigorous bushes, or that the 
plants were adapted to growing ina 
much different environment. 

If the seeds have the genetic 
potential to produce good buds, that 
genetic potential will not be lost 
because of poor growing conditions 
encountered by a previous 
generation of plants. Are you sure the 
seeds have great genetic potential? 
Good seeds are the best and 
cheapest way to assure a good crop.

Types of Bulbs and the Light 
Spectrum 

The white light of electric lamps 
consists of all the colors (wavelengths) 
of the visible spectrum (colors of the 
rainbow). Electric lights differ in the 
amount of light radiated in each color 
band: this gives them their 
characteristic color tone or degree of 
whiteness. For example, an 
incandescent bulb (common table lamp) 
generates mostly red, orange, and 
yellow light but very little blue light; 
hence it appears orange/yellowish 
White fluorescents have a more 
balanced spectrum: so they appear 
white. You can trust your eyes to tell you 
whether a bulb predominates in blue or 
red because it will have a bluish-white 
color or a softer, pinkish tone. A glance 
ata metal halide (MH) tells you that its 
spectrum favors blue because of its 
blue-white color. High Pressure Sodium 
vapor lamps (HPSs) appear pinkish 
orange; their spectrum is much richer in 
the yellow, orange and red regions of 
the light spectrum 

Plants use light energy primarily in 
the blue and red regions of the light 
spectrum to carry on photosynthesis 
and chlorosynthesis, the two life 
processes that plants use to transform 
light energy into biochemical energy for 
growth. For healthy, normal growth 
plants need adequate amounts of 
radiant energy in both the red and the 
blue regions of the light spectrum. 

Fluorescent Lamps (Tubes) 

There are innumerable fluorescents 
manufactured for plant growth, vision. 
and for special lighting effects. Since 


white light contains all the colors of the 
light spectrum, plants get some red and 
blue light from any white light source. 
Plants actually use light of all colors to 
some degree, except for green light, 
which they reflect or transmit (this is 
why plants appear green) 

To take advantage of the use of red 
and blue light by plants, Gro-Lux, Agro- 
lite, and similar purple-looking “Plant. 
Gro tubes” were designed to emit 
primarily red and blue light. Much of the 
manufacturers’ talk of plant growth and 
‘tube type (or spectrum) is simply hype. 
There are several less-expensive regular 
fluorescents manufactured by many 
‘companies that work at least as well as, 
if not better than, these Gro-tubes. 
Don't be swayed by manufacturers’ 
claims. In practice, as long as the lamp 
produces sufficient red and blue light, 
the higher overall output (lumens) of 
white lamps more than compensates for 
their lesser output in the blue and red 
regions. Gro-lamps work well enough. 
but given the choice. choose those 
lamps recommended here since they'll 
work at least as well, are easier to find, 
last longer, and are usually much 
cheaper. 

Manufacturers use standardized 
names, such as “Daylight” or “Warm 
White”. to designate a fluorescent tube 
that has a certain degree of whiteness. 
Each name corresponds to a tube that 
emits a particular combination of light 
in each of the color bands. For example. 

‘Daylight” emits more blue than red 
light, and appears blue-white. By 
matching a tube that predominates in 
blue light with a tube that emits more 
red light, the tubes complement each 
other, and produce better plant growth 
than if either is used alone. 

HIDs—Metal Halides (MH) and 
‘Sodium Lamps (HPS) 

Once you decide to use MH or HPS. 
lamps. the next consideration is what 


A spotlight, common incandescent, and circular fluorescent. 
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bulb to buy. There are some small but 
noticeable differences in growth when 
comparing an MH, a super MH, or an 
HPS. MH bulbs may be coated. diffuse 
or clear. The coated bulbs have a 
slightly more natural light spectrum 
than clear bulbs, but the coating 
reduces their output by about five 
percent. For an MH garden, a clear, 
super MH gives the best overall results 
because the plants grow slightly faster 
than under regular, coated, or diffuse 
bulbs. The light output (total lumens) is 
far more important to the rate of growth 
than the particular spectrum 

HPS lamps emit more overall light 
(Jumens) than any other bulb, but most 
of the energy is in the yellow, orange, 
and red bands. Despite their unnatural 
light spectrum, HPS lamps give the best 
return for electrical and bulb costs. 
They're also relatively safe to use 
compared to MH lamps, and the initial 
set up and the ongoing care of plants is 
easier under an HPS when compared to 
fluorescents. 

HPS lamps sometimes give 
inexperienced growers problems when 
starting seedlings, because the 
abundance of orange and red light 
causes seedlings to stretch or elongate 
toward the light. If this is a problem, 
position the lamp closer to the 
seedlings or use a small fluorescent 
system to start the seedlings, then 
move them under the HPS after about 
two to five weeks. The combination of a 
small fluorescent system to start 
seedlings and an HPS for growth and 
flowering is the best overall light setup 
you can buy. HPS bulbs emit about 25 to. 
50 percent more lumens of light than 
MHs, promote excellent flowering, and 
last about twice as long as MHs. They 
also can be mounted in the new 
horizontal reflectors which increase the 
light directed to the plant by 20 to 45 
percent. Overall, HPS lamps are your 
best buy and are your best performers 
except for starting seedlings and 
rooting clones. 

HPS bulbs are less trouble if you are 
growing in an outbuilding that is 
susceptible or open to insect invasions. 
The yellow-orange color of an HPS does 
not attract night insects, whereas all 
white lights (all MHs) attract insects in 
droves. 

Growers using several HID bulbs often 
balance the light spectrum by mixing 
HPS lamps and MH lamps, or by using 
HPS lamps only for flowering in rotating 
gardens. Preliminary scientific studies 
in England support this balancing 
During foliar growth, the spectral 
distribution best for growth decreases in 
the following order: red, blue, and 
yellow-green. During flowering, the 
decreasing order should be red, far-red, 
blue, and yellow-green. The 
combination of an HPS with an MH gives 
additional red and far-red light to the 
overall light spectrum for flowering. @

LIGHTING A CLOSET 


Dear Ed, 

Ihave a3 1/2’x 2 1/2’ by 6’ area which 
1am using as a grow room. | use three 
150-watt (incandescent) grow lights and 
one 4’ cool white fluorescent. My main 
problem is heat. To reduce it | am using a 
three-speed oscillating fan. The 
temperatures range between 94-100". 

Ihave decided to invest in a light unit, 
What should I get?

You are right. The Incandescent grow 
lights you are using are very 
inefficient light producers. By using 
high pressure sodium (HPS) lamps 
instead, the grow room will receive 
about 2-4 times the light, using less 
electricity. The room is 8.75 square 
feet and can be Illuminated by a 
single 150-watt HPS lamp. Adding an 
additional lamp would double the 
brightness and increase the growth 
rate and size of the buds. 

The heat buildup in the grow room 
slows the growth of the plants at the 
same time that it causes the stems to 
stretch. Using fewer watts (150 or 300, 
rather than 490) and placing the lamp 
ballasts outside of the room will also 
help. 

The oscillating fan does not help 
lower the temperature at all. It just 
blows hot air around. An exhaust fan 
placed at the top of the room blowing 
out will eliminate the hottest air from 
the space.

MITEY QUESTIONS 
Dear Ed, 

Ifa room was infected with spider 
mites, but was cleaned, swept and has 
lain empty for a year, is it still infected? 

Do spider mites live in the soil or on 
the plants? Does a cool room slow them 
down? How about humidity? 

—Big Al,

Mites cannot survive in aroom 
without plants to eat, so cleaning out 
room and keeping it plant-free for a 
while eliminates the mites. However, It 
is a good idea to wipe down the grow 
room with a 5% bleach solution to 
eliminate any other infections which 
might have occurred. Add 1 cup of 
bleach to a gallon of water. Make sure 
the room is well ventilated when you 
work with it. 

Mites live and lay their eggs on the 
plants, not in the soil. However, the 
top of the soil may contain mite eggs 
from fallen leaves. 

Mite life-processes are affected by 
both heat and humidity. Being cold- 
blooded creatures, mite metabolism 
is regulated by environmental 
temperatures. The cooler itis, the 
slower they eat and reproduce, so 
mites living in a high temperature 
regimen increase populations more 
quickly than those living in a cooler 
Space. 

Mites suck plant juices as their only 
source of food. These liquids are 
relatively dilute in proteins although 
they contain quite a bit of Sugar. In 
order to obtain adequate amounts of 
protein, the critters must process a 
lot of liquid. In a dry environment this 
liquid is easily evaporated into the 
atmosphere, presenting the mite no 
problems. In a more humid 
environment, the mite’s ability to suck 
‘sap is limited by the amount of water 
that it can eliminate. In humid spaces 
the mites’ metabolism and 
reproduction are slowed down. 

Predator mites eat a relatively high 
protein diet, other mites. Ina dry 
environment, they experience water 
stress since their limited supply of 
water obtained from mite juices 
dissipates into the atmosphere. They 


are not hampered at by a humid 
environment.

scientist named Warnke, who was doing 
research on hemp. He used a cannabis 
rootstock with a hops scion. Drake went 
‘on to say that if one was able to produce 
seed from these vines, the resulting 
hybrid would be a perennial pot. 

I tried this experiment and got a 50% 
success rate but the grafts never grew 
above 8” though the graft healed nicely. | 
just assumed the varieties were not 
compatible. 

Did anyone ever produce smokable 
product using this process, and if so, 
how? 

What about using humulus japonicus 
the ornamental annual, rather than 
humulus /upulus, the perennial hops 
used by Warnke and for brewing? Any 
reports of compatibility there? The seeds 
are almost identical with pot seeds, only 
alittle bigger.

When you graft a scion to another 
rootstock, the new growth stems from 
the scion and Is genetically identical 
to it. Examples are fruit trees and 
roses. Using a single rootstock, any 
number of scions can be grafted to 
create a multi variety tree. Each of the 
varieties will maintain its integrity. 
Grafting is used to combine an 
especially hardy rootstock to a plant 
with desirable flowers or fruits. 
Occasionally a shoot appears 
emanating below the graft. Its flower 
or fruit is much different than the 
scion’s. Seeds produced from a hops 
vine gratted to pot would grow into 
hops plants not a hybrid. 

‘To my knowledge no cannabis- 
humulus gratts have resulted in 
smokable weed. 

Ihave heard of no experiments 
using humulus japonicus in a graft 
with cannabis, Nor have | heard of any 
breeding experiments, although it 
would seem that the plants are too 
distantly related to result in 
pollination. 


SEEDS OR CLONES 
Dear Ed, 

Iplan on growing outdoors next 
summer. Is it better to use clones or 
seeds? If | use clones, is it best to match 
the hours of light inside with the hours of 
light outdoors? I'm worried about the 
plants flowering too soon if | don't match 
the indoor-outdoor light cycle. 
—Ranjet.

The advantage of seeds is that the 
plants have a faster initial growth rate 


than clones and they are easier to 
work with. The plants’ sex and 
characteristics are unknown. Clones 
have the advantage of already being 
sexed and having known 
characteristics. However, there are 
prerequisites to using clones—a 
clone mother with superior 
characteristics, a cloning set-up and 
time to root the clones before 
planting outdoors. 

‘On July 1, at the 45th latitude, the 
total daylight is about 15 hours, 34 
minutes. Add another 30 minutes for 
sunrise and twilight. At 16 hours of 
light only the earliest varieties will 
flower. However, by August 1 the light 
is down to 14 hours, 41 minutes plus 
30 minutes of twilight. Many mid- 
season varieties are on the cusp of 
flowering at this time. 

There is no need to match the 
indoor and outdoor light cycles. The 
shorter days outdoors will not push 
the plants to flower unless they are a 
very early variety. 


NITROGEN AND BIG 
SKUNK 


Dear Ed, 

lam in the process of growing Big 
Skunk, Big Bud x Skunk #1 Hybrid. 

‘Skunk #1 has the peculiarity of having 
limegreen growing tips. This gives the 
illusion of being a nitrogen (N) deficiency 
when in reality it is not. Big Bud, on the 
other hand has been known for the large 
quantities of N it consumes. 

How will | be able to tell if this hybrid 
has a genuine N deficiency? 
—The Scientist

One of the indications of N deficiency 
is loss of color of the lower leaves as 
the N migrates to new growth. The 
lower leaves turn yellow, then die. If 
the lower leaves start turning pale as 
compared to their normal color, an N 
deficiency is indicated.

Perhaps if you give readers a slow, 
step-by-step look at what NORML has to 
do to defend the rights of Americans to 
smoke pot, more people would realize 
that NORML needs dollars.

NORML must make strides in three 
areas in order to protect the rights of 
pot smokers. First, it must educate 
citizens about marijuana and the 
marijuana laws. If the laws are more 
harmful than the substance they are 
intended to regulate, the laws must be 
changed. Furthermore, Americans 
must be educated regarding their 
inherent right to the pursuit of 
happiness, even if they harm 
themselves in the process. Parachute 
jumping, mountain climbing, boxing, 
cigarette smoking and unsafe sex are 
all dangerous activities which most 
Americans would agree are protected 
by the Ninth Amendment of the 
Constitution. They need to learn that 
marijuana use is part of that group of 
liberties. 

NORML needs to educate 
Americans about other uses of the 
cannabis plant, too. It has untold 
medicinal, herbal, agricultural and 
industrial uses. Restrictive marijuana 
laws prevent farmers from earning a 
living growing hemp and increase our 
reliance on foreign agricultural and 
industrial products. 

NORML’s second task is to help 
progressive legislation and stop 
repressive legislation at both the 
state and federal levels. This means 
helping to educate legislators and 
their aides, as well as mobilizing 
public support. 

NORML's third task is to pursue 
legal remedies to marijuana 
prohibition in the courts. NORML has 
been the main mover in the suit to 
force the DEA to reclassify marijuana 
so that it can be used for medical 
purposes. In addition, NORML has 
been involved in lawsuits concerning 
marijuana user rights all over the 
country. 

If you think that NORML has not 
done as much as it could, you are 
right. It has virtually no money to 
pursue these efforts, so it does what 
it can. Its legal efforts have been the 
most fruitful in recent years.

Chef Ra’s Roll Ya Over Egg Rolls 


1 1/3 cups of black seaweed 

1 ‘2 cups of chopped green onion 
1 cup of chopped Chinese cabbage 
1 cup of chopped shrimp 

‘2 cup of bean sprouts 

1T ginger 

3 cloves of chopped garlic 

1T soy sauce 

9T peanut oil 

‘Va 02. fine sinsi 

1T corn starch and 1 T water for 
thickening 


Put 5 T of the peanut oil in pan and fry 
seaweed, onion, cabbage, shrimp, 
sprouts, garlic, ginger, and soy until 
cooked (a few minutes). In a separate 
pan, par-boil the herb in 4 T of peanut oil. 
‘The best way to cook the herb is to take 
small saucepan, fill it with water, and 
bring the water to a boil. Then take a 
‘small cup of oil and herb, place it in the 
middie of the pan so that the hot water 
surrounds the cup, and heat the peanut 
cil and herb until nice and hot (for about 
10 minutes or until you fee! herb is being 
cooked in the oil). Once mixture is 
cooked, add thickening and peanut oil- 
herb to each egg roll adding 1 2 T to 
each roll. After you tuck and roll each 
egg roll, fill a pan with enough oil and 
deep fry each roll until golden brown.

“Oh sure, no problem,” | offered, 
turning to leave and thinking how 
interesting it was that she had said 
“love” with its slang spelling. 

Her hand caught my sleeve. “What's 
your name, boy?” 

“Eric,” | said. “What's yours?” 

But | already knew. She was 
Samantha Fox, British pop star and 
sometime topless model, whose latest 
album, | Wanna Have Some Fun, had 
recently been released by Jive 
Records. 

It’s a great album, which teams 
Sam’s sexy accent and enormous 
talents with some of the hottest 
producers around: people who have 
worked with Debbie Gibson, 


Bananarama, Lisa Lisa, even Ozzy 
Osbourne. / Wanna Have Some Fun 
should prove that Sam is not just a 
one-hit wonder; not only does it 
feature a great version of “| Only 
Wanna Be With You,” but the album's 
title track is Sam’s fourth Top Ten hit in 
three years—that must count for 
something. 

But to most rock critics, the line 
between pop star and pop tart is very 
thin indeed, and the fact that Sam 
started her career as a Page Three girl 
(those topless models who appear in 
British tabloid The Sun) seems to 
count against her. Those same rock 
critics should wise up—not only is Sam 
talented and beautiful, she’s also 
smart. Unlike Vanna White, you won't 
‘find Samin a dither because some 
sleazy skin rag unearthed nude pix of 
her and figured they had an 
“exclusive.” No, Sam won't plead 
poverty or youth or art—she poses 
nude by choice and gets paid quite 
well for it. So, let he who is without 
skin cast the first stone, y‘know? 

But back to my encounter with 
Samantha. We had lunch and talked 
for hours. She asked me about what! 
did when | wasn’t talking to naughty 
girls. | thought I'd impress her by 
‘saying | work at HIGH TIMES on the 
cutting edge of the cannabis 
legalization movement; she smiled 
and laughed politely, but | could tell 
she didn’t know what the hell | was 
talking about. After we finished 
lunch, she invited me to go dancing 
that evening. | accepted. 

From our first kiss | was hooked. Her

lips were soft, her hair silky, and she 
moved like a jaguar when she danced. 
Not only could she sing like a dream, 

but just hearing her talk was enough 

to bring on certain anatomical 

changes our current political climate 
prohibits me from describing here. But 
that was true of most women | met 
there, from the business women to 
bartenders to...ah...Sam. 

A deep relationship was taking 
shape, one we both worked to 
cultivate like a closet full of clones.

At Sam’s flat we 
had dinner on 100-year-old china and 
drinks served in Waterford crystal. 
After dinner, Sam and | retired to the 
parlor and had brandy in front of the 
fireplace. It was there that she asked me. 

“Eric, I'm not the type to be overly 
emotional, you know that. But, well, 
I've got something to say, luv.” 

“Yes, what, dear?” 

She took my hand in hers and 
caressed her cheek with my palm. “I'd 
like to continue this. Forever. I'd like 
you to marry me.” 

1 was stunned. It was one of the first 
times in my life | was speechless. 

I loved Sam; | still do. But | couldn't 
accept her proposal. She offered to 
help me with my writing career, she 
even asked me to join her band, but! 
couldn't do it. She has a career of her 
own, which | Wanna Have Some Fun 
should help by proving to the critics 
that tits don’t sell records; if that were 
the case, Tiffany would be working 
the graveyard shift at Burger King. 
Sams tits sell posters and calendars; 
her records sell because they're good. 

Besides, | had to be at work first 
thing on Monday. 

Refusing Sam’s proposal was the 
hardest thing I've ever had to do. But 
‘even though we wouldn’t get 
married, our relationship was far from 
over. Sam drove me to the airport the 
next day, and sat with me until 
departure time. We made plans to see 
each other again, on May 18, at 
3:00PM, under Big Ben. 

Until then, | have her album to 
remember her by. Anda fine album it 
is. | play it constantly, not just because 
it is one of the best dance records 
since the first Madonna LP, but also to 
remind me of what awaits me in 
London—a sweet British lady with a 
fine sense of humor, a great voice, and 
the nicest assets on either side of the 
Atlantic. @ 


Compact dises—like other realities of 
the Reagan ‘80s, (yuppies, AIDS, 
ultra-conservative teenagers, men 
with no sideburns, drums that sound 
like industrial machines, Sting, and 
Bruce Springsteen), I hate ‘em. But 
now I have my own CD player and a 
shelf full of CDs which I hate. Well, I 
couldn't pass it up; the player was 
hot, a pretty good model for only $100 
and the seller threw in my choice of a 
dozen CDs, many of them imports and 
bootlegs, so I got about $250 worth of 
the little frisbees for free with the 
machine. Now, I know there is a very 
slim chance that your taste in music 
is anything like mine (yet magazines 
still ask me to write about music... 
go figure) but from a relatively 
unbiased approach considering 
sound quality, value, and general 
worthwhileness I'll run down the pros 
and cons of some of what I've picked 
up and why [still think that records 
(especially 45s) sound better. 


BUDDY HOLLY—From The Original 
Master Tapes (MCA) 

Everyone recommended this one, so 
being a pretty big fan of the Budster I 
jumped on it. It does sound nice 
(especially if you really want to hear 
such nuances as Buddy's pick 
thwanking against the pick guard), 
you get 22 tunes for your $15, but fora 
mere $36 you could get MCA's six 
record box set and get over a hundred 
cuts (everything old four-eyes ever 
recorded, or even got near the studio) 
plus a booklet that includes lots of 
great photos and memorabilia (my 
favorite being an ultra-racist postcard 
from drummer Jerry Allison to his 
parents) and that sounds great too. 


THE ROLLING STONES—12 x 5 
(ABKCO) 

—Hot Rocks I (London, West 
Germany) 

—Exile On Main Street (Rolling Stone 
Records) 

A reasonable starter selection of 
classic Stones. The American CDs of 
their classic early LPs sound muddy. 
especially 12x 5, which sounds worse 
than the disc (the newly remastered 
Virgin final LPs sound great though) 
at twice the price. The German import 
of Hot Rocks 1 is an oddity—only 12 
tunes, but seven of them are in stereo, 
sort of, which makes it interesting to 
the ears of an obsessive Stones 
fan like myself. It's not really stereo, 
it's the two-track master tape split 


down the middle and made into 
stereo, so Brian Jones’ acoustic guitar 
on “Satisfaction” (which was 
inaudible on the various vinyl 
versions) is now way out in front; you 
can even hear it get louder and softer 
as he stumbles closer to the mike. 
Since these two-track tapes were the 
session masters that the Stones 
bounced back and forth while they 
overdubbed, it sounds cool because 
you can figure out exactly how it was 
recorded. For example, on “Heart Of 
Stone” the guitars (recorded first) 
have disintegrated somewhat 
through bouncing while the 
tambourine (added last) is the 
freshest and loudest instrument on 
the left track. Weird, but it's an 
expensive cheap thrill as this thing 
goes for about $25, if you can find it. 
Exile on Main Street has been 
remixed and remastered for CD, and 
it sounds pretty good, still murky in 


spots, but I like it murky. The only real 
advantage here is you can play it 
louder and program out the few 
clinkers. 


LITTLE RICHARD — 
The Essential Little Richard 

Twenty cuts strong, I could live 
without “Baby Face” and "By The 
Light Of The Silvery Moon" (they 
could've thrown on “Chicken Little 
Baby" or some alternate takes), but 
the other 18 cuts, all classics, sound 
great, especially "Hey Hey Hey”, the 
only one of his classic Specialty sides 
with two guitars. Worthwhile even if 
you have the LPs. Why, I dunno. 


ELVIS—The Complete Sun Sessions 
(RCA) 
Now this burns my ass. It really 


sounds like dogshit. First off, that 
cheesy echo was not part of the Sun 
sound and isn’t on the original discs. 
The only echo that was part of the 
original recordings was a little bit of 
slapback on Elvis’ voice. Not only did 
they add that annoying sonic 
whooosh but there's all kinds of shitty 
hiss and noise, especially on 
“Mystery Train”, which has a high 
pitched whine running throughout 
making Elvis’ finest moment virtually 
unlistenable. Get the RCA silver line 
45s (which sound better than the 
original Sun 45s) or the U.K. pressing 
of The Sun Sessions. 


JELLY ROLL MORTON—The Pearls 
(RCA/Bluebird) 

Various Artists—Ragged But Right: 
Great Country String Bands of the 
1930s (RCA/Heritage series) 

Considering both of these discs 
feature recordings made before tape 
was used, they both sound pretty 
remarkable. The computer process of 
removing noise from old 78s and 
metal masters has undergone some 
criticism lately but you won't hear 
these things sound better unless you 
have mint copies of the original 78s 
(fat chance). 

Jelly Roll Morton's great late ‘20s/ 
early‘30s sides really sound 
astounding. "Freakish”, "Red Hot 
Pepper Stomp”, “I Thought I Heard 
Buddy Bolden Say”, et al come alive 
just like you were sittin’ in a New 
Orleans whorehouse waiting to get 
the clap. Over an hour of music and I 
think I paid $10 for it. 

Likewise, Ragged But Right 
features great grungy string bands 
like Gid Tanner & his Skillet Likkers 
(the Rolling Stones of Georgia, circa 
1931) and J.C. Mainer’s Mountaineers 
doing songs that would later become 
hillbilly standards ("Ragged But 
Right”, “Shady Grove”, “Short Life & 
Its Trouble”, “Ida Red"); and you can 
hear every screech, every out of tune 
string, and even a few belches. This 
was country music before Nashville 
put it's uniform stamp of blandness 
on it, as played by gnarly old 
hillbillies with odd numbers of 
fingers and toes. The digital transfer 
to CD process has made it sound 
pretty damn good. Don't try to read 
the stupid booklet if you smoke pot 
though; dryer, more unreadable liner 
notes would be hard to find. 


ETC. Avoid virtually everything on 
Columbia. Iggy & the Stooges’ Raw 
Power, the Byrds’ Greatest Hits and 
every Miles Davis disc I've heard 
sound far worse than the records. 
Jazzbos might want to investigate Lee 
Konitz Motion (Verve) and Inside Hi Fi 
(Atlantic), the former having three 
unissued tracks and sounding great 
in stereo. @
